Felicia  Schwartz  sits  combing  her 
daughter  Alana's  hair  in  the  morning  sun- 
light that  streams  into  her  kitchen 
through  the  large  palio  windows. 

"When  Alana  lt>ok  chemotherapy,  she 
was  completely  bald."  says  the  mother, 
as  she  separates  snarls  from  her  7-year- 
old's  long,  black  mane.  It  has  been  tour 
years  since  the  cancer  treatments  ended, 
and  there  have  been  no  more  signs  of  the 
rhabdomyosarcoma  tumor  that  appeared 
on  Alana's  thigh  when  she  was  eight 
months  old.  "We're  99  percent  out  of  the 
woods."  says  Felicia. 

But  Schwartz  vividly  remembers  the 
two  surgeries  and  two  years  of  regular 
chemotherapy  that  her  baby  had  to  go 
through.  And  she  remembers  how.  dur- 
ing thai  painful  time,  it  began  lo  dawn  on 
her  that  there  seemed  to  be  a  dispropor- 
tionate number  of  children  with  cancer 
in  Noe  Valley. 

Her  son's  soccer  coach,  Jamie  Huwell. 
discovered  that  his  daughter  had 
leukemia.  The  son  of  her  good  friends, 
Alice  and  Philip  Wolfson.  was  diagnosed 
with  leukemia  in  1984. 

Discovering 
the  Varieties 
of  Volunteerism

Author  Ralph  Ingersoll  once  wrote  that 
"the  way  to  be  happy  is  lo  make  others 
so."  If  helping  others  seems  like  a  good 
way  to  start  the  New  Year,  then  volunteer- 
ing in  the  community  may  be  the  way  to 
go.  Here  are  some  suggestions  on  how  lo 
donate  your  lime  and  energy  in  Noe  Valley 

Help  for  the  Homebound 

At  the  30th  Street  Senior  Services 
Center,  located  at  225  30th  St..  Director 
Patricia  Vallejos  runs  several  programs 
that  use  outside  help. 

Volunteers  in  the  center's  program  for 
the  homebound  perform  a  number  of 
simple  but  greatly  appreciated  tasks, 
such  as  light  .shopping  (no  more  than 
three  pounds  or  $5  worth),  housekeeping 
(washing  dishes,  for  instance),  and  help- 
ing with  dressing. 

"It's  a  good  feeling  to  be  useful,"  says 
Dorothy  Hartje.  who  escorts  the  home- 
bound  to  medical  appointments,  picks 
up  and  delivers  prescriptions,  and  goes 
grocery  shopping  for  seniors  like  Pris- 
cilla  Blumer. 

"It's  wonderful  to  have  this  service  to 
depend  on."  says  Blumer.  "It's  very  im- 
portant to  me." 

Hartje  also  receives  help  herself.  As  a 
member  of  the  senior  center's  Volunteer 
Exchange  Program,  she  receives  credit 
for  her  volunteer  hours,  Then,  when  she 
needs  the  ivy  wrenched  from  her  garden 
and  the  brush  raked  up  in  her  yard  (a

"The  odds  of  a  child  getting  cancer  are 
one  in  10,000,"  says  Schwartz.  "The 
odds  of  knowing  a  second,  and  then  a 
third  family  with  a  child  thai  has  cancer 
are  even  greater. " 

Late  last  year,  the  suspicions  of 
Schwartz  and  other  patents  wci^j  veri- 
fied. Dr.  Duncan  Saunders,  an  epidemi- 
ologist in  the  city  Health  Department's 
Division  of  Disease  Control,  released  the 
findings  of  a  study  that  showed  that  be- 


tween 1973  and  1985  there  were  14  cases 
of  children  under  5  years  old  with  cancer 
in  Noe  and  Eureka  valleys.  2'/;  times  as 
many  as  would  have  been  expected. 
Another  seven  cases  of  cancer  were  re- 
ported in  children  between  the  ages  of  5 
and  14.  (The  expected  number  of  cases 
for  children  under  15  in  the  study  area 
was  12.)

Comedy  at  Courtyard 

Noe  May  Host 
Holy  City  Zoo  H

If  comedy  impresario  and  local  resi- 
dent Bob  Fisher  can  pull  it  off,  stand-up 
comedy  will  soon  have  a  stage  in  Noe 
Valley. 

Late  last  year.  Fisher  annnounced  plans 
to  open  a  sister  branch  of  his  popular 
Holy  City  Zoo  comedy  club  in  the  Court- 
yard Cafe  on  24th  Street.  The  number 
two  Zoo  would  ofwrate  as  a  weekend 
comedy  room  in  the  cafe's  rear  dining 
area,  where  Courtyard  owner  Davood 
Mozaffari  will  offer  a  limited  menu  of 
pastas  and  salads,  plus  wine,  beer,  juice 
and  coffee. 

Noe  Valley's  new  funny  business  was 
originally  scheduled  to  make  its  debut  in 
February.  But  Fisher  and  business  part- 
ner Jim  Samuels,  who  began  actively 
scouting  for  new  Zoo  territory  about  a 
year  ago  and  who  teamed  up  with  Mozaf- 
fari  last  November,  have  yet  lo  complete 
the  slow  grind  through  the  city's  permit 
process. 

Although  they  posted  petitions  in  the 
cafe  last  fall  (and  within  a  few  weeks 
had  collected  300  signatures),  they  still 
must  obtain  a  conditional  use  permit 
from  Ihe  city's  Planning  Commission  and

service  usually  performed  by  a  team  of 
young  workers  from  University  High 
School),  she  simply  draws  time  and  ser- 
vice from  her  "account." 

Vallejos  notes  that  many  of  her  clients, 
whose  average  age  is  70  to  75,  live  alone 
and  are  afraid  to  venture  beyond  their 
front  door.  F{)r  these  people,  a  brief  visit 
and  a  bit  of  conversation  can  be  the  high 
point  of  their  day.  And  if  a  volunteer 
knows  a  little  Spanish,  so  much  the  better. 


Sptmsored  by  Pacific  Presbyterian  Medi- 
cal Center,  the  30th  Street  facility  also 
runs  an  adult  daycare  program  that  uses 
volunteers  in  recreation,  therapy  and 
social  activities.  The  center  also  offers 
lunch  to  some  250  people  daily,  and 
needs  helpers  in  the  lunchroom.  In  addi- 
tion, it  has  just  opened  an  Alzheimer's 
Day  Care  Resource  Center,  and  has  begun 
ongoing  training  sessions  for  volunteers.

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High  Cost  of 
Homesteading

Even  lo  veterans  of  the  Noe  Valley  real 
estate  market,  the  price  lag  on  the  four- 
story  building  at  4119  Army  St.  seemed 
high;  $1.2  million  for  two  units. 

The  plush  thrce-bedrooni  townhouses. 
which  command  a  daz/ling  view  of 
downtown  and  the  Bay  Bridge,  went 
up  for  sale  in  late  November.  By  mid- 
January  the  asking  price  had  dropped  to 
$998.0(X).  The  two  units  were  also  being 
offered  as  separate  condominiums  for 
S573.()O0  and  $425.(KK). 

Although  the  prices  are  sleep,  they  are 
not  unthinkable  for  newly  built  condos 
that  each  include  a  bedroom  and  bath 
with  separate  entrances  downstairs.  Nor 
is  the  million-dollar  Hgure  out  of  line  in 
a  city  that  saw  a  34  percent  jump  in  real 
estate  prices  in  1988. 

These  luxury  condominiums,  perched 
above  Noe  Street,  arc  merely  extreme 
examples  in  a  housing  market  thai  has 
locked  out  all  but  a  few  potential  buyers 
and  also  changed  the  character  of  the 
neighborhood, 

A  *Move-Up*  Neighborhood 

"We  still  have  a  very  strong  market 
here."  says  24th  Street  broker  B.J. 
Droubi,  who  estimates  that  a  typical 
three -bedn)oni  home  in  Noe  Valley  now 
runs  between  $30().(){)0  and  $400,000. 
depending  on  its  location,  age  and  condi- 
tion. (Droubi's  estimate  is  substantiated 
by  recent  published  listings  of  house 
sales  in  Noe  Valley,  which  averaged 
$340,000.) 

"Things  have  just  gotten  crazy."  remarks 
one  homeowner. 

According  to  Droubi.  homes  north  of 
24ih  Street  are  more  valuable  than  prop- 
erties in  southern  or  "upper"  Noe  Valley. 
Victorians  fetch  more  than  modem 
stucco  construction,  and  remodeling  or  a 
view  can  jack  up  the  price  as  well. 

The  high  prices  have  turned  the  area 
into  a  "move-up"  neighborhood.  "Most 
people  who  buy  here  are  not  buying  their 
hrst  home.  That's  a  big  change  from  10 
years  ago  when  Noe  Valley  was  consi- 
dered a  'starter'  neighborhood."  Droubi 
said.  Homeowners  from  Bernal  Heights. 
Glen  Park  and  the  Excelsior  are  using  the 
equity  they  have  to  buy  in  Noe  Valley. 

Bill  Drypolcher,  a  broker  with  Zephyr 
Really,  agrees.  "There  is  no  place  in  this 
market  for  the  teacher  of  your  children, 
for  the  (single)  wage-earner  making 
$30,000  to  $40,000  a  year." 

Drypolcher  notes  that  even  an  un- 
improved lot  is  worth  $100,000.  "You're 
going  to  pay  $200,000  for  a  dump,  be- 
cause the  land  itself  is  so  valuable." 

But  compared  with  other  areas  of  the 
city,  especially  on  the  north  side  of  town. 
"Noe  Valley  is  still  considered  a  family

neighborhood  that  is  affordable  in  San 
Francisco,"  says  Droubi.  "All  things 
being  equal,  a  $400,000  house  here 
would  cost  $900,000  in  Pacihc  Heights." 

For  most  people,  though,  such  com- 
parisons are  meaningless.  The  average 
price  of  a  three -bedroom,  single-family 
home  in  San  Francisco  is  now  $288,514. 
according  to  the  most  recent  figures  com- 
piled by  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Real- 
tors. In  December,  the  California  Asso- 
ciation of  Realtors  declared  that  only  1 1 
percent  of  Bay  Area  households  earn 
enough  money  to  make  the  payments  on 
a  median-priced  home.  And  because  San 
Francisco  has  higher  real  estate  costs  and 
a  lower  average  income  than  other  Bay 
Area  communities,  affordability  in  the 
city  is  thought  to  be  even  lower. 

According  to  Peter  Kouropoulos.  a 
loan  consultant  for  Gibraltar  Savings,  a 
couple  hoping  to  buy  a  $300,000  home 
would  probably  make  a  downpaymenl  of 
20  percent,  or  $60, (XK).  Assuming  they 
opt  for  an  adjustable-rate  mortgage,  they 
can  look  forward  to  payments  of  about 
$2,100  a  month  (which  includes  taxes 
and  fire  insurance).  This  would  require  a 
household  income  of  about  $78,000  a 
year,  says  Kouropoulos. 

Profile  of  the  Noe  Home  Buyer 

Those  who  can  afford  a  Noe  Valley 
home  fall  into  a  fairly  consistent  profile, 
real  estate  brokers  say.  The  typical  buyers 
are  two  adults,  working  professionals 
who  have  perhaps  moved  on  to  a  second 
job  after  college  or  professional  school. 
They  each  earn  $40,000  to  $50,000  a 
year.  If  married,  they  may  have  a  child. 


but  rarely  will  that  child  attend  a  local 
public  school. 

"I  guess  we  almost  fit  that  description." 
said  Sue.  an  Elizabeth  Street  htmieowncr 
who  works  as  a  magazine  editor.  Sue 
(who  wished  to  remain  anonymous)  and 
her  husband  purchased  their  three- 
bedroom  Victorian  in  June  1987  for 
$260,000  and.  like  many  novice  home 
buyers,  received  some  financial  assis- 
tance from  their  families.  Noe  Valley 
was  one  of  several  neighborhoods  they 
considered. 

Though  she's  one  of  the  lucky  ones. 
Sue  is  concerned  that  people  of  average 
income  are  getting  priced  out  of  the  mar- 
ket. Even  18  months  ago.  she  says.  "I 
thought  Iprices)  were  absurdly  expen- 
sive, I  can't  believe  they've  risen  even 
higher."  At  the  same  time,  she  admits, 
"It's  secretly  nice  to  know  you've  made  a 
good  investment." 

This  is  the  central  dilemma  of  home 
purchasers  in  Noe  Valley:  how  to  recon- 
cile the  desire  to  live  in  a  traditionally 
family-oriented  neighborhood  while  con- 
tributing to  a  price  spiral  that  excludes 
most  middle-class  families. 

Keith  Reiter.  a  former  Sunset  District 
resident,  recently  purchased  a  meticu- 
lously remodeled  house  on  27th  Street, 
just  above  Diamond.  He  paid  $376.(XX) 
for  the  two-bedroom  home.  Reiter,  who 
owns  his  own  small  business,  says  he 
had  "never  really  thought  about  Noe 
Valley"  as  a  desirable  location  until  he 
began  his  house-search,  "but  I  like  it  here." 

Market  May  Slow  Down 

According  to  broker  Bill  Drypolcher, 


who  is  also  a  member  of  the  mayors 
housing  task  force,  San  Francisco  real 
estate  costs  will  continue  lo  rise  as  long 
as  demand  outstrips  supply. 

Ht)wever,  he  predicts  that  1989  will 
see  a  more  modest  increase  of  15  to  20 
percent  in  Noe  Valley  due  to  rising  in- 
terest rates  and  decreasing  affordability. 
The  California  Association  of  Rcaltt)rs 
expects  mortgage  rates  lo  reach  11.3  per- 
cent in  1989. 

But  "unless  there's  some  kind  of  fed- 
eral catastrophe,  prices  will  continue  to 
rise."  Drypolcher  says.  Even  in  the  event 
of  an  economic  downturn.  Noe  Valley 
homeowners,  manj  of  w  hom  have  double 
incomes,  would  be  insulated  from  harm. 

The  solution  to  the  city's  real  estate 
crisis,  according  tt>  Drypolcher.  must 
come  in  the  form  of  policy  reform.  "San 
Francisco  has  got  to  come  up  with  a  new 
housing  policy. .  - .  Everybody's  going  to 
have  to  pay  the  price  lo  get  affordable 
housing  in  this  city." 

In  the  meantime,  there  is  some  relief 
in  sight.  The  frenzied  home-buying  of 
1988 — prospective  buyers  desperately 
trying  to  outbid  each  other — seems  to 
have  given  way  to  a  more  considered 
approach. 

Veteran  24ih  Street  realtor  Max  Selva 
says.  "There  is  a  more  stable  situation 
now.  whereas  last  year  we  had  a  panic 
situation. 

"I  think  it's  going  to  be  a  better  market 
for  the  buyer  this  year." 

Selva  has  even  noticed  the  reappear- 
ance of  the  under-$250.000  Noe  Valley 
home.  □

Almost  immedialcly,  headlines  appeared 
in  major  newspapers  branding  Ndc  Valley 
as  a  cliildhood  "cancer  ciusler"  neighbor- 
hood- Parents  and  expectant  mothers 
worried  thai  they  might  have  to  give  up 
their  homes  to  protecl  their  children, 
"People  have  asked  mc  if  we  plan  to 
move  now,"  says  Schwartz. 

Those  looking  lor  culprits  pointed 
hngcrs  at  the  radio  waves  emitted  t'n>m 
the  transmitter  atop  Sulro  Tower,  Others 
suspected  that  winds  brought  contami- 
nated air  emissions  from  the  University 
of  California  Medical  Center  on  Parnas- 
sus Avenue.  The  Laurel  Heights  Improve- 
ment Association  even  added  the  cancer 
cluster  to  its  list  of  grievances  against  the 
medical  center  in  a  court  battle  the  asso- 
ciation is  waging  to  keep  U.C.S.F.  from 
opening  a  research  lab  in  Laurel  Heights. 

Amidst  the  hubbub,  some  of  the  calm- 
est voices  were  those  of  parents  whose 
children  had  suffered  from  cancer, 
"There  seems  to  be  a  political  agenda  to 
keep  UC.  out  of  Laurel  Heights."  said 
Howell  at  a  public  meeting  Dec.  12  at 
James  Lick  School.  "U.C.S.F.  saved  my 
daughter's  life  with  treatments,  and  I'm 
grateful." 

Schwartz,  too,  advises  people  to  keep 
a  balanced  perspective.  "Most  doctors 
say  that  there  has  to  be  more  than  one 
factor  that  creates  a  situation  where  a 
person  becomes  susceptible  to  cancer. 
Several  factors  have  lo  intersect."  she 
says.  "It's  not  only  the  environment,  but 
the  immune  system  of  a  person  as  well." 

Looking  for  (he  common  factor  which 
may  have  caused  the  cancer  of  children 
in  Noe  Valley  is  like  "looking  for  a  needle 
in  a  haystack."  continues  Schwartz,  who 
is  board  president  of  Parents  Action  for

Children's  Cancer  Treatments,  an  educa- 
tion and  advocacy  organization.  "Short 
of  being  in  Nagasaki  or  Hiroshima,  or 
being  around  massive,  identifiable  chem- 
ical or  water  pollution,  it's  very  hard  to 
find  the  cause." 

According  to  Dr.  Saunders,  whose 
study  of  childhood  cancer  rates  mcluded 
two  other  San  Francisco  neighborhoods 
as  well  as  the  entire  city,  the  "cluster"  of 
21  cases  over  13  years  in  Noe/Eureka 
Valley  could  just  be  a  chance  finding.  "In 
terms  of  cancer  clusters,  this  is  a  pretty 
modest  increase.  We're  not  talking  about 
a  five-or  six-times  increase."  he  said.  "If 


you  throw  marbles  on  the  floor,  you'd 
expect  to  find  some  clusters  like  this." 

When  you  look  at  the  Health  Depart- 
ment's map  of  childhood  cancer  cases  for 
the  entire  cily  (see  graphic,  next  page). 
he  added,  "Noe  Valley  |doesn't  appearto 
bel  a  magnet  for  cancer  cases.  It's  actu- 
ally quite  hard  to  say,  'Gee.  Noe  Valley's 
the  cancer  area.'" 

Saunders  also  noted  that  his  findings 
could  have  been  based  on  inaccurate 
population  projections.  The  figures  used 
to  estimate  the  expected  number  of 
cancer  cases  in  the  study  area  for  1973- 
85  were  based  on  projections  from  the 


1980  census.  "If  more  families  with 
young  children  moved  into  Noe  Valley 
after  1980.  we  could  have  underestimated 
the  number  of  young  children  and  there- 
fore underestimated  the  projected 
number  of  cancers."  Saunders  explained 
(The  number  of  children  under  15  living 
in  Noe  Valley  in  1980  was  5,602,  accord- 
ing to  the  census.) 

What's  more,  the  21  cases  of  cancer 
found  In  the  Noe/Eureka  study  area  were 
of  different  types.  "The  excess  number 
of  cancers  is  not  confined  to  a  single

anatomical  site."  Saunders  staled  in  his 
report.  "This  suggests  that  exposure  to  a 
single  environmental  factor  is  unlikely  to 
be  the  cause  of  the  apparent  increase  in 
the  Noe/Eureka  Valley  area." 

Nevertheless,  the  Health  Department 
decided  in  December  to  launch  a  follow- 
up  epidemiological  study  and  an  investi- 
gation into  possible  environmental  causes. 

First,  Saunders  plans  to  update  the 
childhood  cancer  statistics  by  obtaining 
the  figures  for  1986  to  1988  from  the 
California  Tumor  Registry.  (At  press 
time.  Saunders  was  pleased  to  report  that 
there  were  no  casesof  Noe/Eureka  Valley 
childhood  cancer  listed  on  the  registry 
for  1986  and  1987.) 

Over  the  next  six  months.  Saunders 
and  his  associates  will  also  interview  the 
families  of  children  with  cancer  to  deter- 
mine whether  there  are  any  environmen- 
tal factors  that  correspond.  "We  will

focus  on  where  the  children  and  parents 
were  from  the  year  before  birth  to  the 
diagnosis,"  said  Saunders.  "We  will  ask 
where  they  spent  their  time,  where  the 
parents  worked,  where  the  children  went 
to  preschool,  what  block  they  lived  on. 
We  will  try  to  hnd  commonalities." 

In  the  beginning,  the  study  will  focus 
only  on  children  who  were  younger  than 
5  at  the  time  of  diagnosis,  and  only  on 
those  diagnosed  with  cancer  after  1980. 
since  the  "cluster"  seems  to  be  in  that  age 
group,  Saunders  said. 

The  city  will  also  take  a  look  at  any 
past  or  present  health  hazards  in  the  area . 
Bill  Lee.  director  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment's Toxic  Control  Division,  will  in- 
vestigate air  emissions  from  U.C.S.F.; 
install  a  meter  to  study  microwave  and 
other  radiation  from  Sutro  Toweri  review 
a  list  from  the  air  quality  management 
board  of  all  air  polluters  in  the  area;  make 
a  list  of  all  businesses  in  the  neighbor- 
hood permitted  to  use  hazardous  materi-

als,  such  as  dry  cleaners  and  paint  stores: 
and,  hnally.  analyze  both  the  water  system 
and  the  spring  water  that  runs  beneath 
Noe  Valley. 

"Not  everyone  in  the  city  drinks  the 
same  water,"  said  Lee.  "The  water  in 
Noe  Valley  comes  from  San  Andreas  " 

Working  hand  in  hand  with  Saunders 
and  Lee  will  be  members  of  a  new  neigh- 
borhood advisory  committee,  "We  are  a 
group  balanced  between  professionals 
and  community  representatives,"  said 
Dr.  Woifson,  whose  son  died  of  leukemia 
in  May.  "We  will  not  advocate  in  any 
particular  direction,  but  rather  will  help 
set  up  the  structure  for  the  study  to  be 
conducted." 

Jacques  Bertrand,  a  co-president  of 
Friends  of  Noe  Valley  and  another 
member  of  the  advisory  committee,  as- 
sured Noe  Valley  residents  last  month 
that  "we  have  no  information  to  indicate 


a  specific  cause  tfor  the  cancer  cluster] 
right  now.  But  we  are  going  to  follow  up 
on  the  Sutro  Tower  and  U.C.S.F.  leads" 
to  be  sure  to  rule  them  out. 

Schwartz  is  not  a  member  of  the  com- 
mittee, but  she  praises  activist  parents 
like  Woifson  and  John  Barry,  whose  8- 
year-old  daughter  has  leukemia.  Barry 
wrote  the  letter  to  the  Health  Department 
last  year  that  alerted  them  lo  the  ptJssibil- 
ity  that  cancer  rates  might  be  high  in 
certain  neighborhoods  in  San  Francisco. 

"I've  been  impressed  lo  see  how  people 
are  pulling  together,  like  the  Barrys  and  the 
Wolfsons,"  says  Schwartz.  "It's  hard 
when  your  kid's  undergoing  treatment  to 
get  involved.  The  most  you  feel  you  can 
cope  with  at  the  time  is  getting  your  kid 
and  family  through  the  crisis. 

"But  the  level  of  caring  of  these  people 
is  so  high.  I  guess  they  hope  that  some- 
thing will  be  found  out  that  will  protect 
somebody  else  down  the  road."  □

an  enlerlainment  license  from  the  Police 
Department.  Both  of  these  permits  could 
be  delayed  by  hearings  that  must  take 
any  neighborhood  objections  mto  consid- 
eration . 

Realizing  they  need  to  win  the  locals* 
support,  the  trio  last  month  contacted  the 
East  &  West  of  Castro  Street  Improve- 
ment Club  and  the  Friends  of  Noc  Valley, 
two  residents"  groups  that  have  cast  a 
skeptical  eye  on  the  expansion  of  existing 
Noe  Valley  businesses  in  recent  months. 

East  &  West  secretary  Fred  Methner. 
who  headed  up  a  recent  attempt  to  pre- 
vent the  Bailey,  a  bar  at  25th  and  Church 
streets,  from  obtainmg  an  entertainment 
permit,  has  expressed  his  tentative  ap- 
proval of  the  Zoo  proposal,  noting  that 
he  saw  "nothing  much  wrong  with  it  as 
long  as  it  doesn't  disturb  the  neighbors." 
(Methner's  chief  objection  to  entertain- 
ment at  the  more  residentially-placed 
Bailey  was  to  potential  noise.)  Mozaffari 
made  a  presentation  at  the  club's  January 
meeting,  and  a  committee  was  set  up  to 
look  more  closely  at  the  proposal. 

At  a  Friends  of  Noe  Valley  general 
meeting  in  January,  members  found  them- 
selves divided  on  the  Zoo  question, 
though  they  seemed  impressed  by  a  per- 
sonal appearance  by  Samuels,  who's  a 
stand-up  comic  as  well  as  a  Zoo  keeper. 

"[  just  don't  think  people  want  their 
neighborhood  busier,"  declared  John 
Stalp,  vice  president  of  the  group.  Stalp 
noted  that  the  Friends'  planning  commit- 
tee was  charged  with  considering  all 
proposed  commercial  ventures  in  terms 
of  their  impact  on  parking,  crime,  pollu- 
tion, and  preservation  of  existing  neigh- 
borhood character. 

"The  Friends  are  really  a  preser- 
vationist and  planning  organization,"  he 
stated.  "If  it's  a  business  that's  set  up  to 
serve  the  entire  city,  that's  generally  a 
negative." 

But  co-president  Jacques  Bertrand 
thinks  weekend  comedy  in  Noe  Valley 
would  be  a  "welcome  addition ."  Bertrand 
said  he  and  a  number  of  Friends  made  an 
exploratory  visit  to  the  Clement  Street  Zoo 
and  enjoyed  themselves  tremendously. 

Samuels.  Fisher,  and  Mozaffari  told 
both  groups  that  they  expected  to  draw  a 
neighborhood  audience  of  no  more  than 
50  people  a  night,  many  of  whom  might 
walk  to  and  from  the  shows.  They  prom- 
ised that  a  doorman  and  floor  manager 
would  be  hired  to  control  the  crowd,  that 
no  hard  liquor  would  be  served,  and  that 
amplification  of  the  comics'  voices  would 
be  kept  to  a  minimum. 

Mozaffari  also  pointed  out  that  other 
neighborhood  businesses  could  experi- 
ence a  ripple  effect  of  increased  com- 
merce. "When  people  come  here,  either 
before  or  after  the  show,  they're  going  to 
be  spending  some  time  window-shopping," 
he  noted.  "If  they  want  formal  food,  they 
can  go  to  Panos',  if  they  want  bars,  there 
are  some,  and  if  they  want  a  bookstore, 
there's  one  across  the  street."

Fisher,  who  lives  on  Dolores  Street, 
said  the  "character"  of  the  neighborhood 
was  a  key  factor  in  choosing  Noe  Valley 
for  his  latest  venture.  When  he  took  over 
the  Holy  City  Zoo  three  years  ago.  he  put 
considerable  effort  into  trying  to  revive 
some  of  the  Clement  Street  club's  former 
status  as  a  shrine  for  up-and-coming 
young  comics.  (Superstar  Robin  Williams 
launched  his  career  there  in  the  1970s.) 
But  although  the  Zoo  did  manage  to  re- 
establish itself  as  a  respected,  seven-day- 
a-week  staging  ground  for  TV  talent 


scouts.  Fisher  eventually  felt  constrained 
by  high  rent  increases  as  well  as  other 
changes  in  the  Inner  Richmond  District. 

"It's  become  a  very  Asian  neighbor- 
hood, and  there  are  a  lot  of  teenagers 
who  (because  of  laws  governing  alcoholl 
can't  come  into  the  Zoo  because  we're  so 
small  that  we  can't  serve  food.  So  the 
locals  in  the  neighborhood  are  no  longer 
people  who  would  appreciate  comedy  as 
entertainment."  Fisher  said. 

He  decided  to  seek  out  a  new  spot,  in 
an  "English-speaking,  educated,  middle- 


to  high-income  neighborhood."  and  for  a 
while  seriously  considered  Berkeley. 

But  one  day  last  year,  as  he  sipped 
cappuccino  at  the  Courtyard  Cafe  (located 
on  24th  near  Sanchez),  he  began  to  sense 
that  his  best  bet  was  right  under  his  nose. 
And  his  subsequent  propt>sal  to  Mozaf- 
fari was  well-timed,  because  the  amiable 
Iranian-American  had  already  been  urged 
by  his  customers  to  extend  his  hours  and 
to  fill  the  void  of  public  entertainment  in 
Noe  Valley. 

Mozaffari  agreed  to  finance  construc- 
tion of  a  collapsible  stage  and  to  install 
new  lighting  and  a  low-volume  sound 
system.  Fisher,  in  turn,  agreed  to  be  re- 
sponsible for  publicizing,  advertising, 
and  booking  the  comedy. 

Fisher  had  hoped  to  open  his  new  Txto 
to  coincide  with  the  old  Zoo's  third 
annual  reunion  at  the  Fillmore  Audi- 
torium on  Feb.  II,  which  will  feature 
such  luminaries  as  Robin  Williams.  Dr. 
Gonzo.  and  Bob  Sarlatte.  If  and  when  it 
comes,  the  Noc  Valley  opening  will 
showcase  neighborhood  comedians,  plus 
some  or  all  of  the  above-mentioned  Zoo 
alumni.  Fisher  says. 

Once  the  comedy  room  has  been  in 
operation  for  six  months,  Mozaffari 
plans  to  assess  the  new  Zoo's  success.  At 
that  point,  he  says,  he'll  consider  in- 
creasing the  number  of  comedy  nights 
and  the  size  of  the  seating  area. 

Both  entrepreneurs  say  they  feel  confi- 
dent that  neighborhood  skeptics  will 
ultimately  smile  on  the  operation. 
"Laughing,"  Mozaffari  declares,  "is 
the  best  healer  of  the  mind"  □

More  Than  50  Agents  to  Serve  You 
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Casa  Hispana 
Brings  Life 
to  Language

On  a  rainy  February  evening  two  years 
ago.  Tony  Nunell's  Honda  360  motor- 
cycle slipped  on  the  wet  cable  car  tracks 
in  downtown  San  Francisco.  He  flew 
off  the  bike,  smashing  his  right  leg. 
Barcelona-born  Nunell  had  neither 
money  nor  health  insurance.  After  only 
three  weeks  in  the  United  Stales,  he  had 
just  paid  tuition  at  Berkeley  and  wa.s 
nearly  broke  and  job-huniing 

For  most  people  this  would  have  been 
a  time  to  swallow  one's  pride  and  write 
family  or  friends  for  money  and  a  plane 
ticket  home.  But  NuncU  wanted  to  live  in 
San  Francisco,  and  he  didn't  want  to  ask 
anyt>ne  for  financial  support. 

An  e.\perienced  Spanish  teacher  with 
a  master's  degree  in  education,  Nuncll 
promptly  designed  some  flyers  and.  on 
crutches,  with  a  thigh-to-ankle  cast,  he 
put  them  up  around  the  Mission  District. 
After  a  few  students  had  enrolled,  he 
turned  his  bedroom  into  a  classroom  and. 
with  his  leg  propped  on  a  chair,  started 
teaching  Spanish. 

This  was  the  beginning  of  Casa  His- 
pana, Nunell's  innovative  language  school 
that  uses  the  "multi-sense  approach,"  a 
Spanish-immersion  method  developed  by 
Nunell  to  accelerate  learning. 

Today  Casa  Hi.spana,  which  outgrew 
Nunell's  apartment  and  moved  to  a  large 
Victorian  at  4031  18th  St.  about  a  year 
ago.  employs  five  teachers  and  serves 
anywhere  from  80  to  100  regular  stu- 
dents. Nunell  and  his  colleagues  offer  six 
levels  of  classes  that  run  mornings,  after- 
noons and  evenings,  four  days  a  week. 

Students  sign  up  for  10-week  courses 
that  meet  for  two  hours,  two  times  a 
week,  either  on  Mondays  and  Wednes- 
days or  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays.  On  Fri- 
days, they  can  hang  out  at  the  school  for 
a  day  of  freewheeling  cultural  activities 
ranging  from  Spanish  movies  to  cooking 
classes  to  political  lectures. 

But  whether  they're  in  the  classroom 
or  the  kitchen,  students  at  Casa  Hispana 
hear  only  one  language — Spanish.  They 
are  taught  from  day  one  to  focus  on 
speaking,  feeling,  thinking  and  reacting 
in  Spanish  only.  There  is  no  translation, 
and  teachers  don't  slow  down  their  nor- 
mal speaking  rate  for  beginners. 

"Here  you  learn  not  to  translate  every 
single  word,"  says  Jim  Shafer.  a  lawyer 
and  student  at  the  school.  'After  one 
month  at  Casa  Hispana.  I  sometimes  think 
in  Spanish."

Shafer  finds  that  he's  learning  how  to 
initiate  conversation,  "not  just  answer  a 
few  questions  like  in  other  schools  where 
the  teachers  do  almost  all  the  talking." 

To  further  increase  speed  and  turn 
passive  knowledge  of  the  language  into 
active  use.  teachers  at  Casa  Hispana  set 
a  rapid  pace  during  laboratory  exercises. 
Because  students  aren't  given  the  lime  to 
think  about  exercises  before  responding 
to  them,  says  Nunell.  they  learn  to  be 
quick  on  their  feet — a  skill  that  will  help 
them  deal  more  effectively  with  real-life 
situations. 

The  3 1 -year-old  director  supplements 
his  basic  classroom  technique  with  clips 
from  Spanish  movies — categorized  accord- 
ing to  emotions  such  as  pleasure,  pain, 
joy  and  anger — shown  in  three-minute 
segments. 

Let's  take  pleasure.  Students  view  a 
series  of  10  30-second  clips  of  Spanish 
speakers,  of  all  ages  and  from  all  walks 
of  life,  expressing  pleasure — a  punk  en- 
thused by  his  new  haircut,  women  watch- 
ing attractive  men  and  vice  versa,  a 
soldier  receiving  a  medal.  Afterwards, 
the  teacher  asks  the  students  what  they 
heard.  Students  repeat  their  recollec- 
tions, copying  not  only  the  sound  but 
also  the  emotion. 

'These  emotions  are  the  same  the 
whole  world  over;  you  understand  what 
they  are  saying  even  if  you  don't  get  every 
word,"  says  Will  McKey,  a  Casa  Hispana 


student  and  political  consultant.  'Any- 
way, these  clips  are  like  nu)vie  previews. 
They're  so  short  and  to  the  ptiint  you 
can't  get  bored." 

As  extra  insurance  against  boredom, 
Nunell  makes  sure  his  classes  include 
singing,  eating,  dancing  and  partying  in 
Spanish.  Students  attend  parties  at  Casa 
Hispana  where  they  dance  salsa,  samba 
and  flamenco.  At  these  gatherings,  the 
ratio  of  Spanish  speakers  to  English  is 
kept  high  st>  that  even  the  most  reticent 
speak  Spanish.  And  twice  a  month  at 
Casa  Hispana.  students  can  attend  free 
Spanish-language  movies  followed  by  a 
discussion. 

Nunell  also  launched  a  series  of  free 
"Spanish  weekends"  in  a  large  house  in 
Sonoma  that  was  loaned  by  one  of  his 
students.  At  one  recent  weekend.  27  stu- 
dents, three  teachers,  and  10  native 
Spanish  speakers  spent  their  "study  time" 
talking,  swimming  and  cooking. 

Although  it  may  sound  like  Casa  His- 
pana is  bound  to  be  expensive,  it's  not. 
"It's  the  most  reasonable  school  in  San 
Francisco — $6  per  hour."  says  Nunell. 
"Hourly  rates  at  Berlitz  are  double  this, 
and  class  size  is  also  twice  as  large." 

Casa  Hispana's  class  sizes  are  limited 
to  10  per  group,  and  a  10-week  course 
costs  $240,  materials  included.  As  a 
result,  a  loyal  core  of  students  has  de- 
veloped. Some  even  look  for  housing 
close  to  Casa  Hispana  so  they  can  walk 


to  classes  and  school  activities. 

Jane  Deer,  a  child  development  spe- 
cialist, willingly  makes  a  twice  weekly 
commute  from  Berkeley  to  Casa  His- 
pana. She's  convinced  that  Casa  Hispana 
can  help  her  to  become  bilingual  in 
Spanish  and  English,  a  skill,  she  says, 
that  will  prove  invaluable  when  she  goes 
to  Spain  to  work  for  an  international  child 
development  agency 

Students  cite  diverse  reasons  for  study- 
ing Spanish,  but  the  desire  to  travel  in 
Spanish-speaking  countries  probably 
tops  the  list.  And  many  students,  usually 
nurses,  doctors,  teachers  and  journalists, 
want  to  use  Spanish  in  their  work  lives. 

Nunell's  students  aren't  the  only  ones 
who  are  impressed  with  his  school.  San 
Francisco  General  Hospital  recently 
asked  Nunell  to  teach  their  whole  staff  to 
speak  Spanish.  And  the  Spanish  consu- 
late has  asked  the  Spanish  government  to 
recognize  Casa  Hispana  as  its  official 
Spanish- language  school  in  San  Francisco. 

Nunell  hasn't  yet  received  a  final  re- 
sponse from  the  Spanish  government,  but 
he  has  already  gotten  word  that  they  plan 
to  donate  100  contemporary  Spanish 
movies  to  Casa  Hispana.  "Thai's  a  very 
good  sign."  says  Nunell.

Chasing  Butterflies 

A  Reminiscence  by  Florence  Holuh 

One  warm  sunny  afternoon  in  1924,  my 
-l-ycar-t)ltl  brother,  Warde.  and  I  sat  on  the 
Iront  slairs  of  our  Chattanooga  Street  flat, 
whiling  away  the  hours.  We  amused  ourselves  by 
sucking  on  some  long-lasting  Butterball  candies. 
After  savoring  the  butterscotch  until  it  hud  completely 
dissolved  in  our  mouths,  we  twisted  the  yellow  candy  wrappers  in  the  middle  so  that 
they  resembled  butterflies,  and  we  were  ready  for  the  game  we  called  "Chasing 
Butterflies."  We  tossed  the  wrappers  into  the  air  and  chased  them  up  and  down  the 
sidewalk.  A  sudden  gust  of  wind  lifted  my  brother's  butterfly  and  carried  it  out  onto 
the  street,  and  he  sped  after  it.  out  between  two  parked  cars  into  the  path  of  an 
oncoming  one.  There  was  a  screech  of  brakes,  a  dull  thud,  and  then  a  little  boy 
lying  motionless  on  the  pavement. 

I'll  always  remember  the  next  few  terrible  days,  because  Warde.  who  suffered  a 
fractured  skull,  remained  unconscious  in  the  hospital  for  what  seemed  like  an 
eternity  to  his  5-year-old  sister.  Since  children  were  not  allowed  at  the  hospital. 
I  would  sit  alone  in  the  parlor  of  our  house  every  afternoon  while  my  mother  went  to 
visit  him.  On  a  table  in  our  front  room  was  a  metal  casting  of  a  weary  American 
Indian  seated  on  a  tired  horse.  It  was  called  "The  End  of  the  Trail."  I  usually  enjoyed 
looking  at  this  souvenir  from  the  1917  Panama-Pacihc  International  Exposition,  but 
during  those  anxiety-filled  hours  of  waiting,  the  Indian  made  me  feel  even  sadder. 
Through  the  window  the  sinking  sun  sent  a  shaft  of  light  into  the  dim  room, 
illuminating  thousands  of  tiny  particles  that  floated  slowly  in  the  air. 

On  the  third  day  following  the  accident,  that  gloomy  moment  was  suddenly 
transformed.  The  front  door  opened  and  my  returning  mother  called  out  happily. 
"Warde  was  awake!"  When  asked  how  he  liked  the  hospital,  Warde  had  said,  "I  like 
it.  They  give  me  ice  cream'"  At  the  same  time  that  the  door  opened,  a  current  of  air 
sent  the  bright  particles  m  the  shaft  of  light  into  wild  motion,  circling  and  tumbling 
through  the  air  as  if  they  were  celebrating  the  good  news.  Happiness  had  returned  to 
our  home. 

In  a  short  time  my  little  brother  had  recovered  completely,  but  my  mother  and 
father  thought  it  wise  to  move  to  a  house  on  an  unpaved  street  west  of  Glen  Park. 

where  we  country-bred  children  could 
run  freely  over  the  grassy  hills  and  chase 
real  butterflies. 

We  revisited  the  Noe  Valley  attractions 
periodically — the  library  on  Jersey 
Street,  the  Finn  Hall  on  Hoffman,  the 
theater  on  24th — but  spent  the  rest  of  our 
growing-up  years  far  from  the  urban 
hustle  and  bustle.  When  it  came  time  to 
choose  a  permanent  home,  however.  I 
returned  to  the  neighborhood  of  my 
earliest  childhood.  My  husband  and  I 
settled  into  a  house  on  the  21st  Street 
hill,  where  we  tbund  the  country  in  our 
wooded  back  yard  and  the  big  city 
through  our  front  window.  □

National  chains  like  Radio  Shack, 
Thrifty  and  Walgreen's  have  gone  to  great 
expense  lo  gain  a  Noe  Valley  presence-. 

Not  only  do  we  have  the  Noe  Valley 
Community  Store  benefitting  from  our 
geographical  tag.  but  we've  gol  Noe  Val- 
ley Computers,  Noe  Valley  Nails,  Noe 
Valley  Psychotherapy  Associates.  Noe 
Valley  Auio  Works,  and  even  Noe  Valley 
Power  and  Light,  to  mention  only  a  few. 
(The  Noe  Valley  Market,  by  the  way,  is 
not  even  situated  in  Noe  Valley,  but  in 
neighboring  Eureka  Valley.) 

It  doesn't  work  for  everyone,  though. 
Noe  Valley  Video  is  now  officially  de- 
funct, and  Noebodys  Inn  recently 
changed  its  name  to  the  Rat  and  Raven  in 
ihe  hopes  of  gelling  more  Noebodies  in 
the  bar.
